CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. (AP) 


—James R. Hoffa, president of 
the nation's largest labor union, 
stared in grim disbelief Wednes- 
day when he heard himself de- 


gdared guilty of trying to rig a 
w federal court jury. 


It was his first conviction in 


four trials. 


"We will appeal," Hoffa told 


newsmen. 


His lawyers said motions for 


a new trial would be filed with 
U.S. Dist. Judge Frank Wilson 
within five days. 


The conviction could mean 10 


years in prison and a $10,000 


%fine for Hoffa, head of the Team 


sters Union. 


The verdict brought congratu- 


lations to the prosecutors from 
Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kennedy 
—long accused by Hoffa of wag- 
ing a vendetta against him. 


Kennedy, once called a "punk 


kid" by Hoffa, just smiled when 
asked for his reaction to the ver- 
dict Pressed by Washington 
newsmen for a statement, he 


w would say only that "it was in 


the hands of the jury and the 
jury has spoken." 


Hoffa told newsmen that "de- 


spite what you think" he has no 
intention of relinquishing the 
presidency of the Teamsters, an 
independent union with 1.7 mil- 
lion members.

Hoffa's bond was raised from 


$10,000 to $75,000 by Wilson. 
Smaller bonds were required of 
the three men convicted with 
them of attempting to bribe the 
jury that heard Hoffa's 1962 con 
spiracy trial at Nashville. That 
trial ended when the jury could 
not agree on a verdict.

Dear Dr. Brothers: Before I 


married 
I was a well-known 


singer. 1 have two children now 
and I wonder if they'll inherit, 
my musical talent. Of course, 
all children perk up when they 
hear certain tunes. Mine, for in- 
stance, sing the commercial jin- 
gles ,for several products, much 
to our entertainment. But be- 
yond this, I think they may 
have a natural flair for music. 
Do psychologists know if there 
are simple tests for this talent? 
—M. de W. 


Dear M. de W.: Such tests 


came to light in the psychologi- 
cal studies of youngster's apti- 
tudes in special fields. Statis- 
tics seem to show us that mu- 
sical ability can be strongly in- 
herited. 


Psychologists have talked to a 


great many parents and found, 
however, that a great many be- 
lived that their children have 
these'aptitudes when '(hey'real- 
ly do not. This is natural. What 
parent 
doesn't 
look 
for 
the 


sparks of genius in her children. 


We have found also that a 


child can be made into a bun- 
dle of nerves if he's forced to 
study in the musical field if he 
lacks very special ability for it. 
This can happen if he's made 
to practice and can't very well 
distinguish pitch, for example, 
or if he hasn't an inherent 
sense of rhythm. 


How can you distinguish be- 


tween forcing a child who hasn't 
the talent and encouraging one 
who has? 


We've found that there is a 


rather simple and straightfor- 
ward test that you can make at 
home with your child. And you 
don't have to be musical your- 
self. 


If the test shows affirmative 


signs, the best years for your 
child to start instruction is be- 
tween the years of seven and 
nine. While a c h i l d can be 
taught between the ages of five 
and eight, what lie learns in this 
three-year period is about equal 
to what he would learn between 
eight and nine. There is not too 
much gained by starting earli- 
er. 


These are the simple tests you 


can make at home to see if your 
youngster has inherited this ta- 
lent. 


The first test is to see if he 


can distinguish pitch. This is an 
inherited, rather than a learned 
sense, and you can make the 
test simply, even with a pre- 
school child. Using the middle 
of the piano keyboard, ask your 
youngster to listen carefully. 
Strike a white key, and then 
another white key a note or two 
below or above jt. Ask him 
which note is higher. 


A simple rhythm test comes 


next. Sing an easy tune, such 
as "Yankee Doodle," clapping 
at the accented parts, and then 
have 
your youngster mimic 


you. 
If he catches on quickly, 


it can very well be a sign of 
future ability for the piano or 
drum. 


Musical imagery 
is another 


needed 
and informative test. 


Expose your child to a record 


j or two made especially for chil- 
jdren. Ask him how the music 
makes him feel. If his respons- 
es are varied and imaginative 
for his age. it's a strong, posi- 
tive signal of musical talent la 
tency. 


Another factor needed in lear 


ning music is, of course, intelli 
gence. If your child is quick to 
grasp otherthings, he may wel' 
be just as quick at music. 


If your child, say at eight 


comes through these small tests 
with flying colors, then you cai 
be pretty sure you can inves 
your savings wisely in musii 
lessons. Besides, the chance;

All sticks should cross at a point 10 inches from 
end of longer sticks (see diagram). Cement and lash the sticks 
together securely. Pass the edge cord around the ends of frame, 
then paste cover over the edge cord, allowing a %-inch overlap. 
Fasten two bridles to the upper and lower ends of the two long 
sticks and tie the crossed bridles t o g e t h e r at a point about 9 
inches from the surface of the kite (see diagram). Tie tail on 
lower bridle, attach upper bridle to kiteline.

ALTERNATE CANAL ROUTES—Seeking a better ocean- 
to-ocean route, the United States has explored 30 differ- 
ent ways across the narrow waist of the continent.

NEW YORK (AP). — Rising 


prices of coffee and gyrations in 
the price of sugar niean more 
to the average family than in-

sible widespread increase in the 
price of goods and services is 
being evidenced increasingly.

now threatened with inflation, 
as are the increasingly affluent 
economies of many Continental 
European nations. 


The United States also is try- 


ing a tax cut to boost economic 
growth, And the pundits, both 
on Capitol Hill and in banking 
and industry, are assessing its 
possible effects on the prices of 
commodities. These have stayed 
remarkably 
stable in recent 


years. 


The upward trend in the cost 


of living has been traced rather 
to the increased charges for 
services and the greater costs 
of distribution of goods.

The 11.5-bil 
lion slash, meaning additiona 
consumer buying power, wil 
just boost economic growth bu 
won't set off another inflation- 
ary trend—so says the Demo- 
cratic majority.
